period of crying and the possible 
reason foi it

It wa* found, of course, that the 
amount of crying vaned to a great 
extent For example, the baby who 
cried the least, cried only Ut 2 m in­ 
utes per day while the baby 
who 
cried the most, averaged 2A3 m in­ 
utes a day or about four hour* The 
average lur all of the bable* wa* 
about 117 minute* a day. 
It ■%»>■ found that the amount of 
crying increased day by day altar 
birth until the fourth day. From the 
fourth to tile sixth day it remained 
at a fairly even level and then the 
amount of crying gradually became 
lea*. Babies taking their food best
